THEODOR DE BRY. 

After much deliberation, I have determined to content myself 
with the description contained in Brunet’s Manuel de Libraire, 
which has been translated for this work by Mr. Cuartes A. 
Currer, Librarian of the Boston Atheneum. The titles of 
the first Latin edition have been printed at length; the remain- 
der are abbreviated as in Brunet: 


Bry. Collectiones Peregrinationum in Indiam Orientalem et 
Indiam Occidentalem, xxv Partibus comprehense a Theodoro, 
Joan.-Theodoro de Bry, eta Matheo Merian publicate. Franco- 
furti ad Menum. 1590-1634. 25 Parts, folio. 


Such is the made-up title which is ordinarily given in catalogues to the twenty-five 
parts of the collection of voyages published by the de Bry or De Bry. The collection 
is divided into two series. ‘The first, known as the ‘Great Woyages” (Grands Voy- 
ages), because the pages are a little over an inch taller and wider than in the second 
Series, contains the voyages to the West Indies, and consists, in the Latin edition, of 
thirteen parts, in the German, of fourteen. The second series, the “Small Voyages” 
(Petits Voyages), contains the voyages to the East Indies, in twelve parts in Latin, and 
thirteen in German, [The Larger and The Lesser Travels would, perhaps, be more 
appropriate names, but the terms here adopted have become familiar as translations of 
the French designations. — Tr, 

To Theodor or Theodoric de Bry, engraver, print-seller, and book-seller, at Frank- 
fort on the Main, the commencement of this collection is due. He conceived the plan 
after publishing, in 1590, the narration of travels in Virginia, written in English by 
Thomas Hariot, which had already appeared in London in 1588, in 4to. (See Hariot.) 
In order to get more profit from the plates which he had added to this relation, he had 
the text printed in four languages, — English, French, Latin, and German, and so had 
four different editions to offer to the public. The success of this volume decided the 
publisher to issue, the next year, a second (on the F loridas), which the title designates as 
America Secunda Pars, but he printed the text of this and the ensuing volumes only in 
Latin and German, At the time of his death, in March, 1598, Theodor de Bry had 
already issued, from 1590 to 1596, six parts of the Great Voyages. After him, his 
widow and his two sons, Johann Theodor and Johann Israel, issued the 7th and 8th 
Varts in 1599, the 9th in 1600; and, as the title of this last part bears the words 
Postrema Pars, it appears that they intended to stop there, Nevertheless, Johann Theo-

dor, resuming the interrupted enterprise, printed at Oppenheim, in 1619 and 1620, 
a roth and rth part, and his heirs issued a rath at Frankfort in 1624; finally, Math. 
Merian, one of his son-in-laws, published, in 1634, the 13th and last part, which is 
merely the translation of the 13th and 14th parts of the German text, already pub- 
lished by him in 1628 and 1630. The same year that Merian published this last part 
of the Latin text, he united under a collective title the thirteen parts of the Great 
Voyages, of which he possessed the stock, and published a new edition of the First 
Part, augmented with an Elencdus, or table of the different pieces contained in each of 
the thirteen parts. 

The two brothers, Johann Theodor and Johann Israel de Bry, published the eight 
first parts of the Latin text of the Small Voyages in 1598, 1599, 1601, 1604, 1606, 
and 1607; they had published, a little before these dates, the eight first parts of the 
German text. Johann Theodor alone issued the gth, roth, and r1th parts of the 
German text in 1612, 1613, and 1618, and the same parts of the Latin: text in 1612, 
1613, and 1619. It is to his second son-in-law, William Fitzers, an Englishman by 
birth, that the 12th part is due. It was printed in 1628, as well as the 12th and 
13th parts of the German text, which form a continuation to the German abridgement 
of the eleven first parts, which the same Fitzers had just published under the title of 
¢ Orientalische Indien.” ... 

Thus forty-four years passed between the publication of the first volume of the 
Great Voyages and that of the last volume of the Latin text of these relations. Now, 
during this long interval, the publishers of this great collection must have reprinted, 
even more than once, the greater part of the volumes, which had become successively 
out of print; but, before coming to entire reimpressions, they would naturally use the 
portions either of text or of plates which were on hand. It appears, in fact, that the 
plates were at first printed only for a part of the two texts of the first volumes, and that, 
when this first impression was exhausted, it became necessary to have asecond, and 
at the same time, to print on the pages destined to receive the engravings both the 
numbers indicating their order, and the titles or explanations, which appear above 
and below those engravings, and that, finally, when the text was entirely exhausted, 
they reprinted it, at first with the old date, and afterwards with a new date. This 
explains how it is that one encounters, besides the editions reprinted as a whole, copies 
of the first edition offering so many various readings that one might think they 
belonged to different editions. It is certain that before the publication of the sixth 
volume, many of the first had been already reprinted, and that after that time the 
publishers could only deliver to the new purchasers of their collection copies formed 
of parts belonging to different editions. But we must not forget to say that there is 
only a single edition of the last parts of each of the two sections; and this is what 
makes them much more rare than the first parts. The reprints of these latter usually 
contain only plates more or less worn, and even those of these reprints of which the 
titles bear the address of Math, Merian not only have plates worn out, badly retouched, 
or re-engraved in counter-prgof; but their very paper is detestable, the impression is very 
bad the text incorrect, and, what is worse, defective in many places; they are to be 
sought for, therefore, only for the sake of some additions which were made in them, 
as we shall take care to point out in our description at the proper time. This collec- 
tion,it must be confessed, has not that importance for geographical science which it 
has acquired as a bibliographical curiosity, because it is uncritical; it contains very few 
relations which had not been already published separately ; and the reprints or transla~ 
tions which are given of the others are worth infinitely less than the original texts. Itis 
true that numerous plates, many of which are well enough engraved, were added to these 
texts; but they had been made, for the most part, after fanciful designs, adapted, rus 
well, some ill, to the narrations of the travellers, and multiplied as a mere matter 0 
speculation. The only advantage, then, which this great work has, is that of uniting 
in the same form a number of curious pieces which could not be procured separately 
without difficulty, and, moreover, were only to be had in different shapes. This has 
been enough to cause it to be sought for by opulent lovers of books, to secure it a dis- 
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tinguished place in nearly all the great libraries of Europe and America; and this has 
carried its price far above its real value. ‘To form a complete copy of the Great and 
the Small Voyages, it is not enough to collect the first editions of each part: it is 
necessary, besides, to add to these the reprints which have any additions in the text, and 
any noteworthy differences in the plates. This was done, in France, as early as the 
commencement of the xviuth century by M. de Cisternay Du Fay, an enlightened 
amateur, whose name is still preserved in the memory of book-lovers. The catalogue 
of his books, compiled by Gabr. Martin, contains, at No. 2825, a copy of this collec- 
tion, bound in § volumes, in blue morocco, which the epithet exemplar omni genere 
perfectum carried as high as 450 francs, a remarkable price at that time. After this, 
a lettered bibliophile, equally well known, the Abbé d’Orléans de Rothelin, having 
succeeded in forming a copy more complete than that of M. Du Fay, described it ina 
tract of 44 pages, small 4to, of which he had only a few copies printed (see the title 
OxservaTions*), and although his observations are confined to giving the title of each 
part and some short notes, they served as a guide to collectors, until De Bure the 
younger had furnished, in his “ Bibliographie instructive” (“ Histoire,” Vol. 1.), a more 
complete and, moreover, a much more detailed description of the same collection. It 
is true that the work of this bibliographer leaves much to be desired, both in the data 
necessary to determine the first impressions of the plates, and in the description of the 
parts reprinted, and, finally, because some errors have slipped in, and he has entirely 
omitted the edition with the German text, although several parts of that, in the 
Great Voyages, and especially in the Small Voyages, contain the first proofs of the 
plates. In spite of these omissions, his account has hitherto been the most convenient 
guide in collating the Latin text of this collection. Undoubtedly, the Mémoire sur la 
collection des Grands et Petits Voyages,” published by Camus, in 1802, is, in a scientific 
aspect, a work much superior to that of De Bure, as it gives good analyses of all the 
narrations published by De Bry, and indicates with care a large number of the originals ; 
but it is less satisfactory in details concerning the subject-matter of the book, and is a 
little behind hand in the historical portion. 

In preparing the different editions of our “€ Manuel,” we have often thought of abridg- 
ing the description given by De Bure, and completing it, but we have always shrunk 
from the difficulties of an enterprise requiring such minute care, and one that would 
have required of us much more time than we could have devoted to a single article, 
Since that, in our leisure moments, we have determined to fill this lamentable gap in 
our Dictionary. The better to do this we have consulted all the documents hitherto 
published on this subject, and after having compared them with the three copies in the 
Bibliothéque impériale, including the German text, and with that in the Bid/iothégue 
Mazarine, we have prepared a new description, less abundant than that of De Bure 
in minute details, but, we are inclined to believe, more complete and more exact than 
his, and containing, in addition, the necessary details in regard to the German texts, for 
which we have used the  Bibliographische Mittheilungen,” published at Leipzig, in 
1845, by T. O. Weigel. Nevertheless, we do not flatter ourself that we have met with, 
or even foreseen, all the modifications that the fancy of collectors can introduce into the 
formation of a copy of this great collection, for, although the wisest confine themselves 
to the first editions and those of the reprints which contain some additions, other 
collectors, less easily satisfied, assemble all the editions which have been made of most 
of the parts, both in Latin and in German; others, finally, go beyond even these last, 
constantly seeking all the copies of the same edition that present to their eyes any 
differences, either in the engraved frontispieces, or in the preliminary matter, or, above

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all, in the plates, whether re-engraved or merely retouched; they do not forget even 
those which were pasted over others which had been wrongly placed; so that, perhaps, 
no two copies of this work are exactly alike. That which M. De Bure the elder had 
formed for himself, which was sold at Paris, in December, 1853, for 11,500 francs 
(plus 5 per cent. for expenses), contained duplicate plates, and, what is more remarkable, 
a second edition of the 10th part of the Small Voyages, dated 1633, which is wanting 
both in the two fine copies at the Bibliothtque impériale, and in that still more valuable 
one which Mr. Thomas Grenville bequeathed, with all his rich library, to the British 
Museum, and, finally, in the collection of Mr, J. Lenox, at New York, one of the 
most complete which exist, especially in the first editions of the German text. On the 
other hand, a well-known Russian book-lover, M. Serge de Sobolewski, honorary 


_ member of the Imperial Library at St. Petersburg, boasted, not long since, that his 


collection had reached 170 parts, all differing from one another in some points, and he 
flattered himself that he should find means to still further augment it. This learned 
collector has lately done us the honor to communicate to us, in regard to the different 
parts of the Latin text of the Great and the Small Voyages, some valuable notes, of which 
we have made use, to the improvement of our descriptions. As to the original editions 
of the narrations which the De Bry have reproduced, we shall say nothing here, having 
taken care to describe them in this “ Manuel” under the names of their authors; more- 
over it is well known that amateurs admit into their collections only those original 
relations which are in folio. 

Our readers will doubtless be glad to find here the opinion of M. Sobolewski on 
the cause and the effects of the successive modifications which the copies of this great 
collection have undergone. The learned bibliophile writes to us from Moscow: “It 
should be remarked, that soon after the publication of the first parts, and while the 
publication of the following parts was going on, the stock, and even the idea of the 
brothers de Bry, were parcelled out among their heirs, and then among the different 
publishers to whom the heirs sold their stock. Owing to these partitions, as the 
editions were in different hands, each proprietor was more or less obliged to reprint 
certain parts’ entirely, or to reprint leaves and sheets; in this latter case, they often 
could no longer use the old plates, which were in other hands, but employed fresh ones, 
which they caused to be engraved after those that they did not now possess. All 
these manipulations, together with the long time during which the publication of these 
two series lasted, gave, from the very commencement, importance to the original 
work, and especially to copies which were not only of the same edition, but where 
each part were free from the mixture of leaves printed at different times. Afterwards 
collectors and amateurs, in forming copies for their libraries, introduced more confusion 
into the bibliography of the Great and Small Voyages, by mixing together all that, at 
first sight, appeared to complete or much enrich their copies. All these causes united, 
confused the cataloguers; they saw more editions than there really were, and took 
for differences of edition the result of the printer’s inadvertence or forgetfulness, and 
of the book-sellers necessities; and before long the increasing vanity of collectors, in 
place of separating the second editions from the first, and the altered reprint of Merian 
from the two original editions, mingled them all, in order that they might be able 
to announce that such and such a part of their collection contained so many leaves 
with variations!!! Or they increased the number of their volumes by adding the 


_ original editions of the voyages, which the publishers of the collection had copied, and the 


editions which had been copied after texts given in the collection. For my own part,” 
adds M. Sobolewski, “Iam opposed to this rage for giving variations, and enriching 
one’s copy by mixture of editions. In my opinion,” he continues, ‘‘a good copy of the 
Latin collection ought to contain the 25 parts either from the first or the second edition, 
or from the reprint. If it contains all three, which is to be preferred, each edition should 
form a part of the work by itself, and in no case should one bind with the-plates of the 
first edition those of the second (and wice versa), in order to be able to speak of double or 
triple plates, as my friends the De Bure have too often done. If the printer has forgotten 
to print a plate on a place left blank, or if, by mistake, he has printed the wrong one, 
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I do not consider that a variation to be noted. If some leaves are wanting in any part, 
I put in white paper rather than the corresponding leaves taken from another edition, 
or from a reprint. You can see in the catalogue of Langlés that that Orientalist 
possessed the third part of the Great Voyages, composed of leaves of different editions, 
and this I have often found to be the case with that part.” 

Before beginning the detailed description of the collection with which we are now 
occupied, we must recommend to those persons who have to collate copies not to be 
content to ascertain the presence of the number of plates which we specify, but to take 
great care to satisfy themselves that these plates are the ones which belong to the part 
that they have under their eyes. This precaution is the more essential, because the 
plates of one of these parts have often been adapted to another, or plates which were 
wanting in one part, have been replaced by those which bore the same number in 
another part,

Of this first part there are two old editions very distinct from one another, the one 
the original, the other counterfeit ; and there are three varieties of the original edition, 
Presenting differences merely 1 © in the title, 2° in pages 29 and 34 of the text, 3° 
in the explanation of plates 11, Iv, V, VI, VII, VIII, IX, X, XI, XII, XV, and xxn. All the 
rest is of the same impression, without any differences. Among the plates which 
afford variations, three are triplicates, the mid, vith, and xth. The others, as well as 
the pages 29 and 34, are only duplicates. The title presents no other difference than 
that of Theodori and Feirabendii in place of Theodor and Feirabendi. It is to be 
presumed that Theodori and Feirabendii denote the first impression, for the same 
orthography is employed on the titles of the French and English editions, and their 
dedication is dated several days before that of the Latin and German editions. As to 
the counterfeit of this part, there are two sorts of copies, one reproducing the pages 29 
and 34, as well as the explanations of the plates of one of the varieties of the original 
edition, and the other representing as faithfully the second variety of the original. 
Until now no one has been able to decide with certainty to which of the varieties of 
the original edition and of the counterfeit the priority is to be assigned. But one can 
distinguish at first sight the plates of the first edition from those of the counterfeit, 
first, by the beauty of the proofs and the superiority of the paper, and more surely still 
by the height of the capitals employed in the printed title~pages and in the explanation 
of each plate, and by the Roman letters which indicate their order. In the first 
edition, these letters are about 9 millimétres* high (a little more than 4 lines) ; in 
the second, they are only about 7 millimitres{t or 3 lines. But it is well to know 
that there was a second impression of the plates, in which, while preserving the 
capitals 9 millimétres high, a change was made in the typographic arrangement of the 
explanations of several plates, so that the two impressions differ in the last words of the 
first lines, as we shall show :—

Additional remarks: In the first impression of plate m, the initial P of the 
explanation is printed from a type placed in a passe-partout ; in the second, this P is 
engraved on wood, together with its ornaments. There is the same difference in the 
letter S in the explanation of plate 1v. Many bibliographers have asserted that in the 
first edition the field of the scutcheon of the dedicatory epistle should be without the 
cross-hatching which was added to the plate after the first impression; but we have

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not yet been able to verify the accuracy of this remark. The second edition, or coun- 
terfeit, bears the same title and the same date as the first, and the description of one 
will apply to the other, with, however, the following differences :— 

The first of the five lines which are at the foot of the scutcheon of the dedicatory 
epistle ends with the syllable ** Ma.” 

The summary preceding the advertisement ‘‘ Benevoli” which follows this epistle, 
is in three lines in place of four, 

The first line of the 34th page of the text ends with “pluribus qui,” and the last 
line of the text contains the words “anni 1588.” 

The printed title ( Vive imagines”) which precedes the plates has an ornament, 
of which the centre presents a monster’s head. 

The vignette placed at the end of the index, which is only about 53 millimétres (23 
lines) square in the first edition, is higher and much broader in the second. 

In the title which precedes the costumes of the Picts, there are, at the bottom of 
the page, only 7 lines in place of 8, and on the reverse, 16 in place of 17. 

The errata, which, in the first edition, are on the reverse of the second leaf of the 
second index, have been retained in a part of thr copies of the second, but with a tail- 
piece, which is not of a triangular form. In other copies these errata have disappeared, 
and the reverse of the leaf remains blank. The leaf which, in the first edition, 
contains the colophon and the date, has not been reproduced in the second. 

We have seen several copies of this counterfeit edition (with the errata), in which 
the place of the frontispiece where are engraved the words “ Francofurti ... in officina 
Sigismundi Feirabendii’? has remained blank, as in the edition of 1634, of which we 
have still to speak. 

To better characterize the difference of the two editions already described, in regard 
to the 22 plates of Virginia, we will give the number of lines in the explanations of 
each plate, in both editions.

We have mentioned, above, the rather remarkable engraving which represents Adam 
and Eve in Paradise, below which the engraver has traced his name in this manner 
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“Theodore de Bry fe.” “If there were,” says Camus, on p. 38 of his memoir, 
‘© ¢ Jo.’ before * Theodore,’ it would indicate the second edition.” This remark ‘is not 
entirely exact; for, although, as the author of the memoir rightly says, these two 
letters were added to the plate, it could not have been done, we think, before the 
death of Theodore de Bry, in 1597. This is why the plate not only is without the 
“ Jo.” in a large number of copies of the second edition of the first part, and even of 
those which no longer have’the name of Feyrabend; but is still to be found (before 
the retouch) in the first edition of the third part, which was published in 15923; and 
the plate had been very much worn when the two letters were added. Only in copies 
which left the store-house of the publisher after 1597 can it be found with the syl- 
lable Jo.” ’ 

There is in the library at Breslau a copy of this first part which has this peculiarity, — 
the frontispiece is engraved as usual, but either because the plate was printed with the 
legend covered, or this legend had been erased, they were able to print in the empty 
space the words, ** Pars prima Americz, 1600.” This might lead to the wholly false 
supposition that there was an edition different from any that are known. 

[Some important corrections of the account given above will be found in a letter 
of M. Sobolewski which will be given after the description of the German edition 
of de Bry. — Tr. ] 


The last edition of this first part was issued by Math. Merian, under the following 
collective title : —

At the commencement of this volume is a sheet of ten unnumbered leaves, contain- 
ing the title given above, printed in the midst of an engraving where are represented 
thirteen medallions, the voyages collected in the thirteen parts of this collection; 
a second printed title, fuller than the first, a general preface (“in opus americanum 
prafatio”), and, finally, an “ Elenchus,” or table of the different pieces contained in 
each part. This “Elenchus” directly refers only to the edition which Merian was 
selling in 1634, and does not indicate the pages where one could find, in each edition, 
the heads referred to. The general preface, however, which indicates the order in 
which the pieces collected in the Great Voyages ought to be read, is an essential por- 
tion of the work. It is then necessary to unite, as has been ordinarily done, these 10 
leaves to the first editions of the first part; this is what gives a value to this edition of 
1634, which has become rare. The difficulty of procuring it led an English book- 
seller, some time ago, to have the introduction, which is the only useful part, reprinted. 
This reprint has only 9 leaves; but another has been made at Paris, which, though it 
also does not reproduce the engraved frontispiece, has 10 leaves like the original edi- 
tion, because the preface, instead of commencing on the reverse of the title-page, com- 
mences on the obverse of the second leaf. 4 ; 

After the 10 preliminary leaves, the edition of 1634 has the engraved title of this 
part (without the address), and then the dedicatory epistle. Both the advertisement 
« Benevolis” and the privilege have been omitted. The pages of the text are num- 
bered 5-34. The plates, as well as their explanations, are printed on both sides of the 
leaves. The index of these plates is on the obverse of the leaf, the reverse being 
blank. ‘This last edition is, moreover, in every respect, very inferior to the two 
first, and the same can be said of all the parts which Merian has printed.

This edition is tolerably well printed, on a sized paper. The plates are better than 
those which were in the various copies of the first Latin edition, which we have been 
able to examine; it Is, Moreover, of very great rarity, and is worth not less than 1000 
to 1200 fr. On this subject I have an anecdote from M. Sobolewski. During a stay 
in Paris, some years ago, this distinguished bibliophile was offered, for 100 f., a copy of 
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the French “ Virginie,” described above, without a title; but, as he already had three 
complete copies, he did not think he ought to take it. Now, what came of his refusal ? 
Some months later this same copy was sold for rooo ff., after a title had been added 
to it, from which Simonin had cut the Latin inscription, substituting blank paper, 
on which a skillful penman had written, for 30 fr., after a copy borrowed from M. 
Sobolewski himself, a facsimile of the French inscription.

This English text is so rare, that only five or six copies are known. That which is 
described in the “ Biblioth, Grenvil.,” 1. 185-186, had been bought by Lord Oxford, 
at Frankfort, about 1710, for £100, Another brought the same price at the Nassau 
sale. The copies which were sold for only £47 5s., at the Thomson sale, in 1813, 
and 31 fr, at Hanrott’s, were not perfectly complete. 

The volume is in three parts. The first (“The Report”) consists of 33 pages, in- 
cluding the title; the second (“ The trve pictvres aad faschions of the People of Vir- 
ginia”) is in 23 plates, each having its description, with a title, a table, a notice 
to the reader, and the plate. of Adam and Eve; the third part (Some picture of 
the Pictes ...”), in § plates, with their descriptions, which, with the title, occupy 
12 leaves, and are followed by another leaf, bearing the colophon.

As there is a second edition of the third part, printed in 1605, it is to be presumed 
that there must have appeared a reprint of the second part, between the edition of 
1591 and that of 1609, but we only know this latter, which has the same plate for 
frontispiece, the same title and the same date, 1591, as the first, but differ in some 
other points. For example;"in the dedication there are only 5 lines below the 
scutcheon, in place of 6; the notice ‘ Benevoli lectori” ordinarily retains the plate 
representing Noah's Ark (yet in some copies this vignette has been replaced by the 
scutcheon of the dedicatory epistle). The ornaments of the initial, below the vignette, 
represent a man pruning a vine,—they are different in the first edition; —in the 
second the privilege is generally printed on the reverse of a leaf, of which the obverse 

has the engraving of the seven scutcheons accompanied by the six virtues, which 
plate had already served for the first edition of the third part. The copy described in 
Langlés’ catalogue, however, had this privilege printed on the obverse of a leaf, the 
reverse of which was wholly blank, as in the first edition. 

After this privilege, there is in the second edition a piece entitled, ‘¢ Historia luctu- 
ose expeditionis Gallorum in ... Florida,” on 4 1., not numbered, on the reverse of 
the last being a notice, “ De occasione et authore hujus historie;” but this edition, 
which has been reproduced in the reprint of this part, is the same thing, except a few 
phrases, as the “‘ Parergon” and the “ Monitum,” of which we have already spoken, 
which have been retained in this edition of 1609. 

The vignette placed at the head of the first page of “ Libellus ... ad Carolum IX,” 
represents a man’s head, below which two angels, one on each side, sound trumpets. 
In the first edition it is a winged man. There is the same difference in the vignettes 
in the part entitled, “ De quarta ... Gallorum navigatione.” In the “ Parergon de 
authore,” which is on the reverse of the sth leaf of this same part, the fifth paragraph 
has only 4 lines in place of 5. The catch-word of this leaf is “Parer,” instead of 
“ Mendz;” there are no errata, and the reverse of the 4th leaf of the “ Parergon 
continens ...” is blank. 

The engraved title, dated 1591, which in the first edition comes before the 42 plates, 
in the second is replaced by a printed title, with this date, “ Anno Christi M. p. c1x.” 
(It is printed 1619 in the Langlés catalogue.) 

In the second edition the frontispiece has the same engraved cartouch which served 
for the other two editions, but the title printed in the cartouch is different. It begins 
thus, “Historie Americane | secunda pars | continens Navigationes | Gallorum in 
Floridam ....” It retains the imprint, “ Francofurti ad Manum .... M. pv. xc1.” 
After this title comes 3 preliminary leaves, as above, and the text commences at page 3, 
with these words, “Historiz | luctuose Expe | ditionis ... .” It ends at page 52, 
which is followed by the title of the “Indorum ... Eicones,” and the 42 plates of 

“which we have already spoken. 

We have seen two different copies of this edition —that of the Bibliotheque impériale, 
which conforms exactly to the present description, and that of the Bibliothéque Maza- 
rine, which, although resembling the other in the title and the 52 pages of text, wants 
the 3 preliminary leaves, and has the plates printed two by two on each leaf, so that 
these 42 plates and the explanations only occupy 21 leaves. The reverse of the 
printed title presents the explanation of the two first plates, and the reverse of plates

On the obverse cf the first is an engraved plate, representing seven 
scutcheons; in the first impression these are without the figures of the seven virtues, 
which were added to the plate, before the second impression, to fill up the empty 
space. On the reverse is the notice, “* Theod. de Bry lectori,” which is continued on 
the obverse of the second leaf, whose reverse contains the imperial privilege. Map, 
entitled, ‘‘ America pars magis cognita.” This is sometimes placed after p. 138. 

Dedicatory epistle of J. Stadius, 1 1., with a vignette in wood representing a man 
having wings on his shoulders. 

Preface of Johannes Dryander (relating to the same narration), 3 1.; on the reverse 
of the third the “‘argumentum totius narrationis.” The vignette, at the top of the 
first page, is narrow and short, not filling the whole width of the page. 

Text of Stadius, pp. 134, having on the first an engraving representing a sea-port, 
with houses at the right of the spectator, 

On p. 3 of this narration, the summary of Chapter 1, De ijs que acciderunt circa 
primam naviga | tionem,” is in two lines; it is in one line in the edition of 1605, 
and in that of 1630 it is thus expressed, “De iis que acciderunt circa navigationis 
initium,” 

At page 7 of the same relation, the summary of the chapter (Chap. mm), “ De modo 
obsidendi et obsessos oppu | gnandi,” is also in two lines; it is in only one in the edi- 
tion of 1605; and in that of 1630 is thus expressed, ‘ Lusitani obsessi ab Indis oppug- 
nantur acriter.”’ 

There are in this part thirty-four engravings, not including the first, printed on the 
same pages as the text, and in this number several are repeated. 

After page 134 is a sccond engraved frontispiece, bearing this title, also engraved, 
® Navigatio in Brasiliam America ... a Joanne Lerio Burgundo .,.. Venales reperiuntur 
in officina Sigiemundi Fierabendii,” without date, 

4 leaves of preliminary matter, pp. 137-143. The Greek verses on p- 137 are in 
large characters, called ‘Saint Augustin” [pica]; the catch-word * Joan,” at the 
foot of page 140, is in upright letters. Page 143 should have 27 lines (it has only 17 
in the edition of 1605, and 16 in that of 1630). Page 144 ordinarily contains the 
engraving of Adam and Eve, with the mark, “Theodore de, Bry fe,”’ as in the first 
part. In some copies this page has been left blank. 

Text of the relation of Lerry, p. 145 to 284, with ro plates printed in the text. In 
the plate on p. 151 the vessel is on the right, and has the standard with three fleurs- 
de-lis; in the plate on p, 248, the man who is carried is on the right of the spectator. 


In the edition of 1630 these two plates and several others have been re-engraved and 
reversed

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Two letters (“ Exemplar duarum litterarum”™) of Nic. Barré on the expedition of the 
Chevalier de Villegagnon, which occupy pp. 285 to 295, including a printed frontis- 
piece, “typis Joannis Wecheli, m.p. xcu1;" on p. 296 begins an Index, which con- 
tinues on thirteen unnumbered pages. On the reverse of the last is the inscription, 
“‘Impressum Francofurti ... apud Joannem Wechelium, impensis Theodori de Bry. 
M,D.x.CII.”” e 

This third part has had two original editions, and perhaps also two altered editions, 
There are even two kinds of copies of the edition of 1592. The first agree with the 
description above ; the others differ merely in the plate with seven scutcheons, where 
the spaces at first left blank have been filled by the figures of the six virtues, and in the 
two engraved frontispieces, where, after the word “officina,” “ Sigismundi Feyraben- 
dii” has been substituted for “Theodori de Bry.” This change, which appears in 
the edition of 1605, must have been made about 1597; for, after the publication of 
the sixteenth part of the Great Voyages in German, with this date, the name of Feyra- 
bend does not appear in the other volumes of the collection. 


Seconp Eprrion. 


The edition of 1605 preserves the first engraved frontispiece of that of 1592, but 
with the name of J. de Bry substituted for that of Feyrabend. It presents some other 
differences: on the first page of the dedicatory epistle are six printed lines; the frontis- 
piece which precedes the narration of Jean de Lerry, and takes the place of pp. 135 
and 136, is printed from type, and bears the name of Theod. de Bry; the ten Greek 
verses, commencing at p. 137 are in small characters; p. 143 has only 17 lines; p. 144 
is blank, or if it has the print of Adam and Eve, the plate is in the second state, that 
is to say, with “ Jo.” before ‘ Theodori.” 

The printed frontispiece (‘* Exemplar duarum litterarum”), p. 285, which precedes 
the two letters of Barré, has the words, “ Typis Matthzi Beckeri m.pc.v.”; and the 
colophon, which is on the reverse of the last leaf of the index, is “Impressum Fran- 
cofurti ad Menum apud Matthiam Beckerum. m. pc. v.” 


Tuirp Eprtion (altered edition). 


In the edition dated 1630, the title printed in the middle of the engraved frontis- 
piece differs from that of the two other editions. Here is an extract : — 


“ Historie Antipodum, sive Novi Orbis qui vulgo Americez et Indie occidentalis 
nomine usurpatur, pars tertia ... . Omnia ab infinitis mendis repurgata et in concin- 
niorem ordinem redacta studio Jo. Ludovici Gottofridi ... . Francofurti, sumptibus 
Matthzi Meriani, Anno m. pvc. xxx.” 


Notwithstanding the corrections and improvements of which this title speaks, the 
edition is in every respect far inferior to the two preceding. It wants the preface of 
J. Dryander ; the printed title on p. 135 has neither ornament nor address; the text 
ends on p. 294; there is no colophon, and the long index which is in the first edi- 
tions has not been reprinted; the plate on the first page of the text of Stadius, which 
was very much worn in the edition of 1605, has been re-engraved for this, but 
reversed, and with differences in the personages; other plates are re-engraved and 
reversed. Camus, p. 56, remarks that at p. 86 of Merian’s edition is a plate repre- 
senting the Indians eating fish, which is not in the other editions; we have found it 
not at the page named, but at p. 120, and that in three copies; in one of these copies 
the plate at p. 248 was wanting, and in the others it was reversed. $ 

Another remark is to be made on this same p. 248. In five copies of the first edi- 
tion of this part, of which two were those of Rothelin and Camus de Limare, with the 
vignette of the seven scutcheons, printed before the six virtues were added, we have 
seen, on the first line of the said page, above the plate, this clause, “tum excavata 
fussa non oblonga;” but in the edition of 1605, in consequence of resetting the type, 
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the same clause begins at the end of the last line, de/ow the plate, in this manner, 
“tumum exca-”, with the end of the word (“vata”) as a catch-word, and repeated 
on the first line of p. 249. Finally, in the edition of 1630, the first word of this 
clause, “ Tumin,” with the n broken, is at the end of the last line of p. 148. 
Camus, then, is wrong in saying,.on p. 57 of his Mémoire, that in the first edition the 
last line of p. 248 has “tumum,” and that this mistake was corrected in the second 
edition. We fear that in correcting this error the editor of the “ Bibliotheca Gren- 
villiana” has committed another, in saying that the first edition has really “tum in” 
in the last line of this page; at least we know of no copy which justifies his assertion. 

The Bibliothque Mazarine has two copies dated 1630; one conforms to the descrip- 
tion above; the other appears to be the edition of 1605, in which Merian had inserted 
the title-page of his own. Ina “Catalogue of Rare Books,” printed at New York 
in 1854, mention is made of a copy of the edition of 1630 in which, on p. 86, the 
title of Chap. xtvr is printed in 2 lines, and the text in 13 lines. Below this text 
ought to be the plate cited by Camus. At the foot of p. 272 and at the commence- 
ment of p. 273 are 6 lines of text printed twice. M. Sobolewski has pointed out to 
us that this edition of 1630 is often composed of a mixture either of sheets taken from 
the original editions or of sheets imitated from the two original editions, which has 
made him suspect that perhaps each of the original editions has had its imitation. 
According to him, this third part is the most difficult study of any. There are sheets 
of six different impressions, among which two are such exact facsimiles of one another 
that their difference can only be perceived with the ma nifying glass. 

In many copies of the different editions of this third part, there have been added at 
the end 28 plates, which were published, under the title of “ Brevis summa ... ,” in 


1617, in connection with the second edition of the sixth part, although they belonged 


ito the third.

It appears that there were two impressions of these plates for the first edition of this 
part. In the first, the plates are not numbered; in the second, they have Arabic 
numbers, beginning with the third plate; but the explanations printed at the bottom of 
these pages are the same as in the first impression, while they differ in those of the 
second edition. Ona part of the prints of the frontispiece, the words which follow 


the date have been corrected thus: ‘Ad Invictis. Rudolphus [sic] Roma Imperator.”

The second edition is a repetition of the first, with the same frontispiece and the 
same date; it can be recognized by the following marks: 1° in the notice “ Bene- 
volo lectori,” the first line below the plate ends with the first syllable of the word 
“Indiz;” the word is complete in the first edition; 2° at the foot of the first page 
of the third leaf (“ America retectio”) there is not the catch-word “artes” which is 
in the first edition; 3° the greater part of the additions in the margin of the text of 
Benzoni (wrongly called Bezoni) are in italics; 4° the reverse of p. 145 has neither 
colophon nor date. 

The 24 plates are numbered with Arabic figures, and the explanations added at the 
foot of the plates differ in some points from those of the first edition. For example :—

The explanation of these 
plates presents the same small Roman characters as the notes at the end of the 
chapters, 

We know only these two editions of the fifth part of the Great Voyages, and we are 
ignorant whether Math. Merian issued a third. The frontispiece of his which has the 
figure v in many collections formed by him after the death of his father-in-law, really 
belongs to the 7th part, as Camus has remarked. According to M. Sobolewski there 
existed an edition of this fifth part, tertiusquam (or tersusquam) ante hac edita, 
1625,” of which he had only seen one copy, that of Camus de Limare. Now, that 
amateur’s copy, which the Bidliothtgue impériale possesses is, according to Camus (p. 
81), and in our opinion, a seventh part with the number vy (see the account of this 
seventh part below). 

The second or counterfeit edition, with the same date as the first, is recognizable : — 

1° By the engraved title, in which is added, between the 4th line and the sth, 
the word “ Hia,” an abbreviation of Historia, which had been omitted on the plate 
before the second impression. (Yet these three letters are also in a part of the copies 
of the first edition of the text.) 

2° By the text of the first page of the preface, which has 13 lines in place of 11, 
(But I have seen a copy, appearing to be of the second edition, where this page had 
only 11 lines, and where the leaf of the argument was without the ornament, which 
in the first edition is at the foot of the page.) 

3° By the body of the work, which, being printed in smaller characters than in 
the first edition, ends at p, 72. 

4° By the notes at the end of the chapters, which are in Italics. 

5° By the 22 plates, as the leaves are numbered in Arabic figures instead of 
Roman, and the explanations are in the same characters as the 72 pages of text. 
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We are able to assert that the author of the “ Bibliographie instructive,” and after 
him Camus, have erroneously given as the distinctive mark of the first edition of this 
sth part what must apply to the second. So the first impressions of the plates are 
those which are ordinarily found after the text in 92 (82) pages; and it is by a mistake 
of the binder that in one ofthe copies in the Bibliothégue Mazarine the plates num- 
bered in Roman figures accompany the text in 72 pages.

The second or altered edition has a title, at the foot of which is a small square 
map and the colophon, “ Francofurti, typis Erasmi Kempfferi, Anno m. nc. xxv.” 

The text (except the prefaces and the pitces justificatives) is in 2 columns in a single 
series, paged from 3 to 127. At the foot of this last page is the catch-word “ Histo.” 
Page 58, ordinarily blank, is sometimes filled by the engraving of Adam and Eve. 
There should be, pp. 129-160, a piece entitled, ‘‘ Historie Antipodum sive Novi 
Orbis partis nonz liber tertius ... .” This piece (the relation of an expedition mate 
in 1599), illustrated by some engravings, was not in the first edition; but, though it is 
placed here in the 8th part, it really belongs to the gth. The nineteen plates are 
printed with the text, which, with the three of the seventh part, implies four more 
plates than in the first edition; but, adds Camus, after having made this remark, some 
are repeated several times; the same plate is to be found on pp. 57 and 72; I have 
not perceived any that was not in De Bry’s collection. The map of Guiana, which 
ought to be placed immediately after the text, is wanting in some copies. J. J. De 
Bure’s copy had at pp. 57 and 58 two illustrations which are not usually found. = 

In a “Catalogue of Curious Books,” printed at New York in 1854, mention is 
made of a second edition of this eighth part, dated m.p.xcix. It has no preface, 
The text, ‘‘ Descriptio primi itineris” commences on the reverse of the frontispiece, 
and is printed in characters smaller than those of the first edition ; so that pp. 2, 3, and 
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4 contain the same matter as pp. 3-6 of the first. The catch-word (“statio”) of p. 
4 is the same as that of p. 6 (1st edition), and the reader can pass from the 4th to the 
7th page without any break, This must be an edition made for Merian after 1625.

This edition is divided into three parts. The first contains the voyage of Sebalt de 
Weert, the second that of Olivier de Noort, the third the voyage made by the Dutch 
fleet in 1599, a narrative which is not in the edition of 1602, described above. It 
is here accompanied by 5 plates printed in the text. 

Merian has not reprinted in this volume the seven books “ De natura Nova Orbis” of 
Jos. Acosta, because there was an extract from it in the “ Paralipomena Americ,” in 
the 12th part of the Great Voyages, printed in 1624; he has also not given the plates 
of these seven books ; in this way he has reduced the text of this part to 160 pages, of 
which part are in two columns. There is between pp. 38 and 41 a"Second printed 
title, “‘ Historia Antipodum ... liber secundus ... . Francofurti, typis Wolffgangi 
Hoffmanni, anno 1633.” The plates which are printed in the text have in part double 
numbers, in Arabic figures, which indicate the order of the plates and that of the 
leaves to which they belong. The latter references are not always correct. The 
edition of 1633 sold separately 140 fr. (Eyriés), but it is worth much less.

This is the translation of the pieces 
which form the 13th and 14th parts of the German text printed in 1628 and 1630. 
The engravings which belong to the 13th Latin part are printed in the text, except

(two views), 125, 127, 132, 137 (flying-fishes). In the text, p, 57 is wrongly num- 
bered, and after p. 60 the numbering recommences 51, 52 (numbered 25), 53, etc. 

This thirteenth part did not appear till ten years after the twelfth, and forty-four 
years after the original edition of the first; it may, then, well be believed that very 
few of the first purchasers of the commencement of this collection would have taken 
pains to complete it, and many of them may have died before they could do so. It 
is for this reason that this last part of the Great Voyages is wanting in a number of 
copies, and that to procure it separately it is necessary to take it, as well as the 
«c Elenchus ” of 1634, from copies of the same collection sold by Matthew Merian 
after this date. It must have been the same with the twelfth and last part of the 
Small Voyages, which was not published till thirty years after the first, and nine years 
after the eleventh. ‘These last parts were only printed once, and we think that a 
much smaller number of copies was printed than of the others.

It has been asserted that the plates of this text had been printed before those of the 
Latin text, but this cannot apply in the Great Voyages to any but the gth part, printed 
in 1601 (the Latin in 1602); the roth part, 1618 (the Latin in 1619); the r2th 
part, 1623 (the Latin 1624); the 13th and 14th part, 1627, 1628. In regard to the 
Small Voyages, it is certain that of the 13 parts of the German text eight preceded, 
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each by about one year, the same parts in Latin. These are parts 1-1v, vi-vml, x1. 


Part xu, although it has the same date as the Latin edition, must have preceded it by 
some months. The description which we have given of the plates with the Latin 
text will serve, with some exceptions, for the German edition. 

M. Sobolewski, after having assembled all the parts he could find of this collection, 
both in Latin and in German, has just finished an essay on the latter, which he designs 
fo print. By comparing the two texts, he has convinced himself that the German 
edition was made with more care and a better typographical arrangement than the 
Latin, and that it has experienced fewer transfers from the stock of one bookseller to 
another. We can add, that the collection of the first editions of all the parts of the 
German text is very difficult.

article was printed. 
Paris, 1 October, 1860. 

I am proud, Monsieur, to be cited by you, and I regret that I did not arrive in 
Paris soon enough to communicate to you some observations on the Great and the Small 
Voyages of De Bry in German, while you were printing your notice. You have here 
only a single copy, by no means complete, and this has prevented your being as exact 
and as explicit in regard to the German collection as you are for the Latin. As to the 
latter, your notice would leave nothing to be desired if you had not accepted, with too 
much confidence, all that I had the honor to say to you in a former letter. Unhappily 
I have led you into error in regard to the first part of the Great Voyages (col. 1315), 
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and I hasten to set right what I then advanced ; at Moscow I had not the means of 
verifying some notes formerly taken on a journey. ; 

There are only two impressions of the original edition (the one which has large 
numbers printed above the plates). I had thought that there were three varieties of the 
explanations of plates m1, vi, and x. It was a mistake; there are only two. On the 
other hand, I had forgotten to tell you that there were also two varieties of the 
explanation of plate xx; this should be added to the table which you give in col. 
1316. This had escaped MM. De Bure. 

There are also two impressions of the second edition of this part (the one with 
small characters printed above the plates), which reproduce, line by line, — but only 
for pp. 7-34 of the text, —the two impressions of the original edition. You have 
indicated perfectly, at the foot of col. 1313, the differences which distinguish the pre- 
liminary and supplementary matter of this second edition from the same sheets of the 
original edition; as to the explanations of the plates, it is again I that have led you 
into error. The two impressions of the second edition do not reproduce, as you say, 
following me, the two impressions of the first, although the attempt was made for a 
few plates. In general the explanations with the small figures are differently arranged 
from those with the large figures, and are only to be met with in one impression, 
excepting a single plate, the xxmd. I have a copy where the first line ends, not as 
usually with “ principum se,” but with ‘‘sepulturam,” and contains 18 lines in place 
of 20. It may be that some other differences have escaped me, in consequence of 
my not having had occasion to notice them; for this reason I subjoin a table, which 
rectifies and completes your two tables, and gives to amateurs the means of verifying 
and establishing such discoveries as are still possible. As to what Santander says, it is 
erroneous merely because he did not distinctly make up his mind what should be called 
first and second editions. For my part, I understand by first edition either of the two 
impressions with large numbers, and by second edition either of the two impressions 
with small figures (see the remarks after the following table). After having consulted 
a considerable number of copies, which had remained in their ancient bindings, I am 
convinced that the two impressions of the first edition are always to be found mingled, 
whether the title has “Theodor Feirabends” or “¢ Theodori Feyrabendii,” and that 
it is impossible to decide the question of priority.

N.B. To make the differences in the ends of the lines of the different editions 
more conspicuous, we have printed here several words in Italics, although these words 
are in Roman in the editions which we have described. 


Collection of the de Bry, in German. 


Col. 1344. The copy in the Bihliothégue impériale, the only one, I believe, that you 
have at Paris, is very defective. It is, therefore, not astonishing that in using mine, 
which is perfectly complete, I find several corrections to be made in your article. I 
will begin by remarking that the titles of the first parts of the Great Voyages in Ger- 
man are, in general, printed separately and pasted on the frontispieces‘tngraved for the 
Latin edition; but they are sometimes found printed on frontispieces where the legend 
had been left blank. 

Col. 1345-46. First part, second and third editions. The title which precedes the 
engravings is entirely printed from type, while in this it is printed in an engraved 
cartouch, 

Col. 1346. Second part, second edition, 1 add, as distinctive marks of this edition, 
that the privilege is dated 20 August 1603, and that the text is numbered in Arabic 
figures 1-42, instead of in Roman numerals 1-xxu, as in the first edition. 

Col. 1347. Third part. The two editions of this part resemble one another 
perfectly in type and paper, but there are some differences which might easily escape 
the collater, and are worth while to note: In the first edition the catch-word of p. 7 is 
“ wilden,” with a small w, and the word “ Referirt” on the second line of p. 285 has a 
capital R, but the second has “ Wilden,” with a capital W, and “ referirt,” with a small r. 
If p. 136 is wrongly numbered in some copies, it is from an accident during the printing, 
as I have satisfied myself, and this error is very often to be found corrected. Where 
the map is dated 1624, it is because, to supply one wanting in that copy, one was taken 
from a later edition, as this map is to be found repeated in other parts printed later. 

Col. 1348. Fourth part, first edition. The last plate is numbered xxi, and not xxiv. 

Col. 1349. Sixth part, first edition, The text has 62 leaves and not 62 pages; this 
is a misprint in your account. 

Seventh part. The last seven lines of your col. 1349 and the first seven of col. 
1350, contain some errors borrowed from the account given by Weigel, who had 
apparently used a copy in which the binder had introduced some plates not belonging 
there. To understand this, it should be known that the three plates of the seventh 


. part of the Great Voyages in German were published at first at the end of the “ Addita~ 


mentum ” of the eight part, in 1600, as was done in the Latin edition; they there 
form Nos, 1, 11, m1, and are preceded by the following general title, “ Folgen nun die 
Figuren ... deren etliche ins sicbende Theil ... etliche ins achte ... jetzo new auffs xier- 
lichste zugericht und an Tag geben durch Dieterich de Bry, seligen Erben. Gedruckt zu 
Francfort am Meyn durch Matthaum Becker, moc.;” but afterward, when a second 
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edition of the eighth part was published in 1624, with illustrations in the text and the 
‘¢ Additamentum” included in the text, as there was no place for these plates, they were 
struck off again with a title printed ad hoc, beginning, ‘‘ Folgen nun die Figuren, welche 
ins siebende Theil, zur beschreibung der Reysen Ulrich Schmids von Straubingen 
gehoren,” and ending with, “ Francfurt, in Verlegung Foannis Theodori de Bry S. 
Erben, mM. pc, xxiv.” This title and these three engravings, by themselves, ought only 
to be met with, therefore, in the copies of the collection where the eighth part is of 
the first edition, and where the “ Additamentum” of 1600 is to be found; while 
they are duplicates in those where the eighth part is of the second edition. The im- 
pression of 1624 is distinguished from that of 1600, as you remark further on, by the 
words, ‘* Americz siebender Theil,” below the explanation of each engraving. No 
second edition of this part is known, but a third edition is known; it is remarkable 
that the case is the same with the Latin text of this part. 

Col. 1350. Eighth part, first edition. You reproduce a slight inaccuracy of Weigel, 
when you say that the notice to the reader in regard to another voyage to Guiana 
extends from p. 1 to p. 30. The notice of this second voyage of Raleigh to Guiana 
occupies pp. 1 and 2; the text of the voyage, pp. 3-30. 

The text of the second edition of the eighth part contains all that is in the first 
edition and the “ Additamentum,” no more, no less, but arranged in a better order. 
As to the plates, those which are at pp. 15, 76, 116, are not in the first edition ; plate 
xu of the “* Additamentum” of 1600 is wholly wanting, as well as plates 1, 1, m, for 
which, as I have said above, there was no longer any place. 

Col. 1352. Tenth part. The vignette of the title is different in some copies; the 
case is the same in the Latin edition. 

Except in the points that I have mentioned, I find everything perfectly exact and 
precise, The differences between the plates of the different editions might be pointed 
out, especially for the Small Voyages in German, but this could be done only by the 
aid of engravings, which would occupy too much space, and, moreover, would only 
interest the booksellers and the amateurs in Germany, of whom you are, Monsieur, 
the guide and the providence.

A complete set of this Spanish series of Las Casas is extremely rare. We believe our 
list is complete, containing more than De Bure’s, in whose time only five parts were 
known to bibliographers. Richarderie copies De Bure; nor was Llorente, in his notice 
of the works of Las Casas, better informed, as he only reprints six. Dibdin re- 
marks, ‘ His history is a prodigiously great gun in the bibliographical battery of col- 
lectors; especially if the original Spanish work, in seven parts, 1552, 4to, be com lete, 
and in all respects uncounterfeited.” A complete set is worth from $100 to $1 50. 
The counterfeit edition bears the date of 1552, but is really printed about one hundred 
years later, Our arrangement is according to subjects, and also nearly chronological. 
No, 11227, the “Breuissima relacion,” was composed in Valencia in 1541-2. No, 
11228, “Lo que se sigue,” is an appendage added just after No. 11227 was printed, in 
1552. No. 11229, “Entre los Remedios,” was composed in 1543. No.1 1230 “ Este 
es vn tratado,” was written in 1543. No, 11231, “Tratado comprobatorio,” was written 
about the same time, No. 11232, known as the “ Confessionario,” was prepared in 
America, in 1545 or 1546, and No. 11233, “ Treynta propositiones,” in Spain, about 
1548, as a justification of No, 11232. No 11234 is the “ Disputa” of 1550 with 
Sepulveda, and No. 11235, “Principia quadam,” belongs to it, as giving the principles 
on which the controversy was conducted. Llorente, in 1822, omits Nos. 11231, 
11232, and 11235, alluding to the two first, but not aware of their being in print. 
He gives a translation of the “ Quaestio de imperatoria vel regia potestate,” first printed 
at Spire in 1571, and two pieces of the author, not before printed. The first transla- 
tion made, was into Flemish in 1578. The next was Miggrode’s translation into 
French, 1579. The English translation of 1583, by J. P. and M.M. S. comes next. 
The first Dutch version appeared in 1596, and the earliest German ones in 1597. De 
Bry, in 1598, published an illustrated Latin version of Nos. 11227, 11228, and 11229 
and the “ Sumario” of the “ Disputa.” The first Italian versions appeared in 1626, ;

The best edition. Stevens’ Nuggets, No. 511, describes a copy which contains the 
objectionable passage on page 27, which caused the two leaves, Dij and Diij, to be 
cancelled and reprinted. We usually find that the first paragraph of page 27 ends
